G.S.R. 2324,—In exercise of the cowers conferred by 
Section 4 and 17 of the Expoit (Quality Control and Inspec¬ 
tion) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963), the Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules regulating tire method of appoint¬ 
ment to the post of Director in Export Inspection Council 
namely :— 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules may 
be called the Export Inspection Council (Director) Recruit¬ 
ment Rules, 1991. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette, 

2. Definitions.—In these rules, unless the context other¬ 
wise requires : 

(a) "Appointing Authority" means the Central Govern¬ 
ment ; 

(b) "Export Inspection Agency” means an Agency esta¬ 
blished under sub-rules (1) of Section 7 ; 


3. Number of post, classification and scale of pay.—The 
number of the said post, its classification and the scale of 
pay attached these shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 
of the schedule annexed hereto. 

4. Method of recruitment, scale of pay, age limit, qualifi¬ 
cations etc.—The method of recruitment to the post, age 
limit, qualifications and other matters connected therewith 
shall be as specified in column 2 to 11 of the said Schedule. 

5. Disqualification,—No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who having a spouse Jiving, has entered into oi 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may. If satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible tinder the personal 
law applicable to such person and the other partv 
to the marriage and that there are other grounds 
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for so doing exempt any person from the operation 
of this rule, 

6. Power to relax,—Where the Central Government is ot 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do. it may, 
by order and for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons. 


7. Saving.—Nothing in these rules affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes, and 
other special categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government bom time to time 
in this regard.

The Government of India in the Ministry of Labour, in 
exercise of powers conferred upon them clause (d) of sub¬ 
section (1) and sub-section (2-A) of Section 10 of the 
Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (hereinafter referred to as the 
‘Act’) and by their order No. I.-.9012/10/89-1R (Misc.) 
dated 20-10-89 have referred rhe following dispute for adjudi 
cation hy this Tribunal :— 

“Whether the action of the nanagement of Orissa Cons¬ 
truction Corporation Ltd., Bhubaneswar in terminat¬ 
ing (he services of Shri Alekh Prasad Kar, Mate 
w.c.f 10-6-87 is justified ? If not, what relief is 
the workman entitled to 7” 

2. A short narration of the case giving rise to the present 
reference may he stated thus ; — 

The second party-workman was appointed as an N.M.R 
Mate by the Orissa Construction Corporation Ltd., 
(hereinafter called as (he First Party-Man ngemcm 
in 1977) and was posted ai Haridaspur Quarry. 
Having worked for about live months he was ret 
renched from service, Three months thereafter he 
was again appointed in (he same post bv the First 
Party-Management with usual pay and dearness 
allowance admissible to a workcharped emnlo' ee 
He continued to work in the said post till 31-3-78 
on which date he was again retrenched. Feeling 
aggrieved he appro idled the Asst. Labour Commis¬ 
sioner, Bhubaneswar on whose intervention the 
matter was settled whereafter the second party- 
workman was allowed to work as a Mate up to 
4-12-80. For the third time he was again retrenched 
for which he made a grievance to his aurhorily 
Having taken Into consideration of his poverty the 
First Partv-Mananenent reapnoinled him with effect 
from 6-12-83. Since then he continued to work 
ns N.M.R. emplovce upto 20-6-84 on which dale 
his service was done away with for the forth time. 
Again he made a representation and the First Party- 
Management havum considered the same gave him 
fresh annointment as a Mate on 20-10-84 and abon' 
two months theieafler it again terminated hifl job. 
On the approach of the second party-workman, the 
Asst. T nbour Commissioner ’nfervened in the matter 
whereafter he was again appointed bv the First 
Parv-Management in (he Haridaspur Ouarrv Project 
w a f. 11 12-84 and continued to work uM n 14-6-R 1 ! 
when his sei vice was amm tet minuted, Feeling 
aggrieved he approached the Managing Director ot 
the First Parly-Management who after giving him 
a patient hearing allowed lum to continue in his 
iob up to 10-6-S7 when hit, service was finnlly termi 
nated. The legality of the action of the ^irst Party- 
Management : n terminating the service of the 
second party-workman on 10-6-87 is under reference 
in the present proceeding. 

3. The second party-workman in his vtatement i f claims 
has given a detail narration about he arbitrary action of 
the First Parly-Management in taking away his job. He has 
challenged the legality and propriety of the order of termi¬ 
nation of his service passed bv the first party-management. 
Further, be has specifically pleaded that neiihcr notice of 
retrenchment was served nor compensation as provided under 
law had been paid to ■ him. 

4 The First Pari "-Mann g;menr. on the other hand, has 
pleaded in paragraph 5 of its widen statement that the 
t'v'cTid pnrlv-workmar worked as an N.M.R Mate in diffe¬ 
rent nhases from 1-12-85 to 19-7-8.6 and 1-8-86 to 10-6-87 
on which date he alongwh'i 4" 7 others was retrenched from 
service. As regards the cause cf retrenchment : s concerned, 
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jt is pleaded by tie F irst Party -Manat' j Hunt that there was 
no sufficient work in the Ha:idar,pur f’ro)ect to which the

5. On the basis of the pledings of the parties, the follow¬ 
ing issues have been settled j— 

(1) Whether the action of the management of Orissa 

Construction Corporation Ltd., Bhubaneswar in 
terminating the rervices of Srt Alekh Prasad Ear, 
Mate w.e.f. 10-6-b7 is justified 7 

(2) To what relief is the workman entitled to 7 

6_ In view of the plead inis of the parties, the crux ot 
the question that falls for consideration is as to whether the 
second party >.vas a ‘worknv a’ as defined in Section 2(s) of 
the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (hereinafter ret erred to 
as the ‘Act ) and had worked under the first party-Manage- 
nient for a continuous period of atleast one year. The rele¬ 
vant portion of the definition of ‘workman* defined in flection 
2(s) of the Act runs thus :—■ 

“workman" means any person (including an apprentice; 
employed in any industry to do any manual, un¬ 
skilled, Skilled, technical, operational, clerical or 
supervisory work for hire or reward, whether 
the terms of employment by express. Implied and 
for the purposes of any proceeding under this Act 
in relation to an industrial dispute, includes any 
such person who has been dismissed dischar¬

The present second painy-workman though was admittedly 
given appointment by the first pnrty-Management as an 
N.M.R. Mate but in view of the definition of ‘workman’ as 
aforesaid, an N.M.R. employee being not out of the purview 
of the said definition, 1 hold that he was a ‘workman’ under 
the First Party-Management. Having held thus it is now to 
be 6een whether the second party-workman worked conti¬ 
nuously for atleast one year because statute mandates that 
before retrenching a workman who has continuously served 
for a year or more, a notice of retrenchment has to be 
served and compensation has to be paid to him. 

7. From the pleadings and the evidence, it transpires that 
the second party-workman was a toy in the hands of the first 
Party-Management, Several times he was given appointment 
and a few months thereafter he was retrenched from service. 
According to M.W.l, the workman was given appointment 
from 1-12-85 to 19-7-86 and again from 1-8-86 to 10-6-87 
So, if the workman would be treated to be out of service 
for the intervening period i.e. from 20-7-86 to 31-7-86 then 
he can not be said to have worked for a continuous period 
of one year. 

Now the question arises whether infact his service was 
done away with for the aforesaid period or he w'as in duty 
althrough. To a court question, M.W.l has stated that from 
20-7-86 to 31-7-86 through the second party-workman was 
disengaged but he was not served with retrenchment notice. 
According to him, a general order was passed retrenching 
him and other twenty workmen and the said notice was 
hung in the notice board. As it appears, the Management 
followed its own procedure closing its eyes to the manda¬ 
tory provisions of law as envisaged In the Act, 

8. Both Section 25-F in Chapter V-A and 25-N in 
Chapter-VB of the Act prescribe that before- a workman is 
retrenched from service he must be served with a notice 
indicating the reasons for retrenchment. Tn the present case, 
as deposed to by M.W.l for (he aforesaid intervening period 
from 20-7-86 to 31-7-86 the workman was not served with 
retrenchment notice though according to him a general notice 
of retrenchment was hung in the notice board retrenching him 
and 20 other workmen from then service. Curiously enough, 
the Management has failed to produce the copy of such 
notice in this Tribunal. On the other hand, controverting 
the stand taken bv the Management the workman has speci¬ 
fically stated in his evidence that he worked continuously 
from 1-12-85 to 10-6-87. So on □ scrutiny of the evidence 
of the witnesses as discussed above, I am of the opinion 
that the workman had not been retrenched from service for 
2269 01/91—7 


the intervening period from 20-7-86 to 31-7-86, In other- 
wards I hold that he woihed as an N.M.R. Mate under the 
Management for more than a year beginning from 1-12-85 to 
106-87. Therefore, he having served for more than 240 days, 
it was obligatory on the part of the Management to serve 
him a notice assigning the reasons of retrenchment when 
finally his service was taken away on 10-6-87. 

Section 25-N of the Act applied, ito the present case because 
as deposed to by M.W 1 the total strength of the employees 
working under the first party-Managerqcnt is some thousands. 

As provided under clause (b) of the said section, prior per¬ 
mission of the appropriate Govt. or such authority as may 
be specified by that Govt, has to tie obtained before re¬ 
trenching a workman from his service. In the present case, 
there is no evidence on record that the first party-Manage- 
raent had obtained such permission before taking away the 
job of the workman, On a close scrutiny of the evidence, I 
am not inclined to put my seal of approval to the action 
of the Management in doing av ay with job of the aggrieved 
workman. Hence, 1 hold that the action of the first party- 
management ill terminating the services of the second party- 
workman w.e.f. 10-6-87 is illegal, unjustified and against the 
principles of natural justice. 

9. In view of my foregoing discussions, the next question 
arises as to what relief the workman is entitled to? The 
Management in an arbitrary manner kept the second party- 
workman out of iob without following the statutory provisions 
of law. There having no fault with the workman, in my 
opinion, ends of justice would be met if he is allowed to 
net full back wages, 

10. Tn the result, while answering the reference that the 
order of termination of service of the second party-workman 
passed by the first party-Management is illegal and un¬ 
justified. I am of the opinion, that the second party workman 
is entiled to reinstatement with full hack wages. His back 
wages he paid by the First Party-Management within three 
months from the date of publication of the Award.

2. lhe cusc of the management of South Govindpur Col¬ 
liery oi M/s. li.C.C. Ltd., as disclosed in the written stme- 
meiit-cum-iejoiiidcr, is as lciiows : 

The present refeicnce is net maintainable. Rasraj Kumar 
was appointed Oil 14-9-70 as Prop. Mazdoor and died on 
2-0-89 at his native village as per the death certificate 
gtanted by the Muklhya ot Gram Panehayat of the village 
Ktmgadih, P.O. Sidhi, P. S. Yaypur, Dist. Piuulia, West 
Bengal, lhe death certificate was attested by the B.D.O. 
fno lnmily chart, as disclosed in tlio above certificate indi¬ 
cates that iate Kasraj Kumut had twp wives, Rashia Kamia 
and Jardi Devi. The employees in Government and Public 
Sector services are not entitled lo have more than one 
wife. In case any workman has got more than one wife, 
he is not entitled to continue in the employment. Late 
Rasraj Kumar did not inform during his life time that he 
had two wives. Smt. Rashia Devi was residing at the 
colliery with late Rasraj Kumar and she was known to all 
concerned as his wife. During the life time of Rashia Devi, 
Jardi Devi married Rasraj Kumar as per her own version 
and the affidavit of Rashia Devi explains the position. The 
marriage is invalid and she caunot claim employment in 
tbc capacity of wife of late Rasraj Kumar and as such, she 
cannot claim for her employment as dependant wife of 
Rasraj Kumar. 

3. The case of the concerned worker, as appearing in 
the written statement submitted on her behalf by the sponser- 
ing union, Koyla lspat Mazdoor Panehayat, Katrasgarh, Dist 
Dhanbad is that Rasraj Kumar Prop, Mazdoor died on 
2-6-85 in Choudhary Nursing Home, Katrasgarh on account 
of certain illness. The permanent address of Rasraj Kumar 
was Rangadih village, P.O. Sidhi, P. S. Jaipur, Dist. Purulia 
(W.B.), His legally married wife was residing in his village 
from whom he had no issue. While working in South 
Govindpur Colliery he became closely y.sociated with another 
lady worker named Rasia Devi and he started living with 
her and got a number of issues from her, Rasia Devi was 
not legally married to Rasraj Kumar, but in all fairness 
Rasraj Kumar treated her to be his wife, The legal diffi¬ 
culty was that according to lhe provisions of Hindu Marriage 
Act. 1957. there could be no marriage between Rasraj Kumar 
and Rasia Devi, After the dealh of his legally married 
wife in the native place, he married Smt. Jardi Devi, 
who belongs to his caste. The marriage between Rasraj 
Kumar and Jardi Devi was solemnised at the nativo village 
with the consent of Rasia Devi. After marriage Rasraj 
Kumar brought Jardi Devi and started living together in the 
quarter of South Govindpur coll’ery. Injcourse of time Jardi 
Devi got some issues and in 1985 she gave birth to a cbold 
after the death of her husband. Rasia got voluntary retire¬ 
ment under the Voluntary Beturement Scheme and obtained a 
job in the colliery for her brother. Rasia Devi was the 
claimant for gratuity amount after the death of Rasraj Kumar 


and the matter was referred by the colliery authorities to tho 
Controller. It was contested by Jardi Devi. In that case 
Rasia Devi 'appeared as a witae-is and clearly stated that she 
was not Lhe legally wed wife or Rasraj Kumar. Jardi Devi 
represented for employment as a heir and deperdent of 
Rasraj Kumar which was refused by the management on 
the ground that she could not be a legally wed wjfe of 
Rasraj Kumrr as the latter had another wife named Rasia 
Devi. But Rasia Devi was not legally wedded wife of 
Rasraj Kumar and so Jardi Devi has lo be regarded as 
the legally wed wife. The uii'on has prayed that Jardi 
Devi should be appointed in South Govindpur Coll'ery as 
a dependent of her late husband Rasraj Kumar. 

4. In rejoinder to the written statement of the sponsoring 
union, trio management has asserted that Rasia Devi was tne 
last wire oi Rusiaj Kumar 'utul thcrerore the marriage of 
jurm Devi with Rasraj Kumar even if solemnised and con- 
Kiita to by Rasia Devi, cannot be held to be legal and 
valid. Rasia Devi tiled an a.iidavit recommending lhe jod 
ror Jardi Devi, She asserted her right lor the job as the 
,ute of late Knsiaj Kumar and authoused Jardi D-vi for 
me job. There was an attempt on the part of the union 
to influence Rasia Devi to declare her marriage with Rasraj 
Kumar invalid so that Jardi Devi could get the benefi.s. In 
the facts and circumstances, the management has prayed 
tint its action in denying employment to Jardi Devi be held 
to be justified. 

o. Kasraj Kumar, since deceased, was working as Prop. 
Aiozuuor m oouui uovmupm cuiueiy, the sponsoring union 
lias not uispuied tne contention or tne managem-ai that 
r.a-.iaj Kumar was appointed on 14-y-/d as Prop. Mazdoor. 
ii is mi aumiiicd position turn Kasraj Kumar dieu on Z-o-rato 
ana according to Uie management, at ins village hom¬ 
es per me death certificate granted by the Musti.y'a 
oi oram Kancnayal ot Rangadih, P.O. Multi, P. S. Jay pur, 
Dist. puruna, Wem Bengal and mat the dentil certificate was 
arrested by the B.D.u. This is an undisputed posit'on that 
trio village dome of Rasraj Kumar was Rangadih, P.O. 
Siuhi, P. S. Jaypur, Dist. Purulia, West Bergal. But ihc 
union has asserted that Rasraj Kumar died on 2-6-85 in 
Choudhary Nursing Home, Kairasgaih. But ihis statement 
ot facts has not been proved. On the other hand, me 
contention of me management tint Rasraj Kumar died at 
his vtilage home as per death certificate issued by me 
Mukhiya of Gram Panehayat and attested by B.D.O. has 
not been controverted by the union. This being so, T come 
io lhe conclusion that Rasiaj Kumar died on 2-6-85 at 
his village home Rangadih, P O, Sidhi, P. S. Jaypur, Dist. 
Purulia, West Bengal. 

6. The union has asserted '.hat Rasraj Kumar had a legally 
married wife in his native village from whom he did not 
have any issue. The rejoinder ol the management discloses 
that it had no knowledge if Rasraj Kumar had a wife at 
his village home before marrying Rashia Devi A ihe colliery, 
the union has failed to prove that Rasraj Kumar had a 
legally married wife residing nt his native village. 

7. According to the union Rasia Devi was not the legally 
married wife of Rasraj Kumar as he had already a wife 
living in his village home. But since the union has failed 
to prove that Rasraj Kumar had a legally married wife in 
his village home, it cannot but be concluded that Rasia 
Devi was the legally married wife of Rasraj Kumar. Now, 
Jardi Devi the concerned worker has been described to be 
lhe legally married wife of Rasraj Kumar. She cannot be 
so because Rasraj Kumar had already a wife. Rasia Devi 
by name. Admittedly, parties are governed by Hindu Law 
and as per Hindu Law a male Hindu cannot have more than 
one legally married wife at a lime. The 'union has not 
produced affidavit sworn by Rasia Devi though it is claim¬ 
ing that she was the legally married wife of Rasraj Kumar. 

S In the context of these facts and circumstances Jardi 
Devi cannot claim employment as dependent of late Rasraj 
Kumar in terms of Clause 9.4.2 of N.C.W.A.1TT. Accordingly, 
the management Is justified in denying employment to her. 

9 Hence, the following award is rendered.—The manage¬ 
ment of South Govindpur Colliery of M|s. B.C.C. Ltd. is

This is a reference made by the Central Government, 
Ministry of Labour, vide its Notification No. L-41012/8/87- 
D-2(B) dated 18th January, 1989, for adjudication of the 
following dispute ;— 

“Whether the action of the management of Central 
Railway, Jabalpur in terminating services of Shri 
Prakash Chand Rawat S/o late Shri Ram Tahal 
Rawat, Loco Shed Khalasi repairman 403, Satna 
with effect from 18-2-19S5 is Justified? If not, 
to what relief the concerned workman is entitled?” 

2. Facts leading to this case are that the workman was 
working as Loco Shed Khalasi Repairman at Loco Shed 
Satna before the impugned order dated 18-2-1985 passed by 
A.M.E (North Jabalpur) which is sa d to have been 
received by he workman on 23-2-1985. The removal of service 
of the workman was rnr.Je after due enquiry. The charge- 
sheet issued to him m 25-7-1984 is as follows —

7. As the pleadings are, it is only the presumption of the 
aoiKwuii that his apoiogy was accepted because he was 
reinstated tncreaftcr. There is no material to show that the 
apology ot the workman was accepted and the enquuy was 
utopped. Hence it cannot be said that the workman was 
punished twice. 

8. So fui as the question of perversity of evidence is con¬ 
cerned, three witnesses Viz. Witness no. 1 G. C. Thagle, Wit¬ 
ness no. 2 Brij Lai and Witness No. 3 Gorelal Chumulal 
were examined on behalf ot the management. Except the 
delinquent no other witnesses were examined for the de¬ 
fence, Witnesses adduced by the management corroborate 
uic testimony of each other 011 the alleged charge except 
variations, here and there. It is true that witness no. 2 
Uujial has not substantially supported the case of the case 
of the management but he has narrated all those circum¬ 
stances in which the misconduct has been said to be don© 
by the workman concerned. Subsequently, he admitted that 
the workman had abused AME Shri Thagle at the time 
of alleged incident. The workman has also party admitted 
his insubordination and disobedience m answer to question 
7 in his examination, He has also admitted that he had 
tendered apology. Indeed not go into other details of 
evidence. 

9. As the evidence has come the workman was annoyed 
tor the reason that he being quite old man of 50 years was 
asked to perform heaviour job than the youngesters. Thus 
according to him, it was favour to new persons and dis¬ 
favour to him and this appears to be the cause of the 
alleged misconduct. Thus the circumstances are not very 
serious in which the. workman had committed the alleged 
misconduct but the misconduct is there which hampers ib - 
discipline and the working of administration. Thus it 
cannot be said that the findings lire perverse and call for 
any interference. 

10. So far the question of punishment is concerned it is 
certainly excessive. The workman has not only tendered 
apology but has been duly punished by remaining out of 
employment for such a long period. 

11. The order of removal from service of the workman 
Is therefore set aside but he will not be entitled to any 

ages and monetary benefits for the period of his absence 
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/ill he joins his duty and this period of shall be tcraied as 
‘Dies Non’. No order as to costs. Reference is answered 
accordingly.
